It is now 25 days since the Legis- 
lature finally disposed of the police 
Salary bill, defeating it chiefly on the 
ground that it was in conflict with the 
home rule police law. The Police Board 
promised to make public the report at 
Friday’s session and announced a spe- 
cial meeting yesterday to give further 
consideration to it. 

J. H. Finnell, a policeman and treas- 
urer of the Legislative Committee and 
Sergeants William T. Jeans and George 
R. Campbell, who actively lobbied for 
the bill at Jefferson City, were ques- 
tioned at length by the Board Tuesday 
in reference to various items in the 
report. 

; Member Gives Detalis. 

A member of the board is authority 
for the statement that of the $2000 al- 
leged to have been expended by the 
police committee for “legal services,’ 
$500 was paid to Thomas L. Anderson, 
now St. Louis Excise Commissioner, and 
“at least $1000’ to Joe Tall of Cahoka, 
whose lobby operations for the police 
were denounced on the floor of the 
State Senate’ by Senator Charles M. 
Carter of Clark County.

Anderson Explains Fee. 
Excise Commissioner Anderson told a 


Post-Dispatch reporter that the legal 
services for which he received $500 con- 
sisted of drawing up the bill to increase 
police salaries and also a bill to enlarge 
the police force. These services, he said, 
extended over two months and included 
many consultations with the Legisla- 
tive Committee and with President 
Woerhelde of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners. It was at Woerheide’s in- 
stance that he drew up the bill to en- 
large the force, but it was understood 
that pay for his work in connectio¥. with 
both bills was to come from the funds 
collected from the policemen, he said. 
Anderson also said that when he was 
appointed Excise Commissioner he with- 
drew as attorney for the policemen and 
offered to return the $600 to the police 
tommitteemen, but they would not ac- 
cept it, saying his services had been 


worth the money.

146.—The dirigible balloon Suchard II is 
ready for the adventurous voyage across 
the Atlantic which Joseph Brucker, for- 
merly of Milwaukee, intends to make as 
soon as the weather is favorable. 
Provisions and water sufficient to last 
2% days have been taken en board and 
the big bag has been inflated. 

Brucker is convinced he will reach 
the American Coast or the West Indies 
before’ April 28.

Expects to Make the 1550-Mile Voyage 


im at Most Eight Days. 

Brucker’s proposed route in his bal- 
loon flight across the Atlantic is about 
1550 miles, from Las Palmas to Florida 
or Cuba. He says he can cover the dis- 
tance, in favorable conditions, in at 
most eight days. He estimates his ba}l- 
loon can survive a 10-days’ journey. 
Brucker is an Austrian by birth, and 
for a number of years he was a news- 
paper man in St. Louls, Chicago and 
Milwaukee. His balloon venture is 
financed by a Swiss millionaire. The 
Suchard II is the second largest balloon 
in existence. 
When Brucker and his companion, Dr. 
Alte and his two machinists arrived last 
week at Las Palmas, the military au- 
thorities at first objected to their choos- 
ing the fort plaza for a getaway ground. 
Brucker is well known to many St. 
Louisans. He was connected with the 
German exhibit at the World’s Fair and 
spent about a year in the city. His 
American manager. in connection With 
the transatlantic flight, also is a former 
St. Louisan, Thomas R. MacMechen, 
now of New York.

FIRST WIFE DENIED. 


WEDDING TO SHIELD 
MAN FROM BIGAMY 


Joseph Darragh’s Second Wife, 
However, Decides That She 
Will Push Prosecution. 


To shield Joseph 8S. Garfield Darragh 
from a bigamy charge, his first wife, 
Mrs. Jennie M. Darragh, told his second 
wife, Mrs. Dora Schneider Darragh, that 
she, the first wife, had never been legal- 
ly married to him. 

The story of the first wife's willing- 
ness to sacrifice her own good name in 
order to protect the man who had aban- 
doned her, was told by the second wife, 
who is Darragh’s accuser, to Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Lashly at Clayton Tuesday 
afternoon, 

“If anything could persuade me to 
drop this prosecution,’’ the second wife 
said, ‘‘the noble action of his first wife 
would do so. But I have satisfied myself 
that, in spite of what she said, he was 
legally her husband at the time of his 
marriage to me, and I believe I owe it 
to my own good name to prosecute him. 
When the law is through with him she 
can have him.’’ 

Darragh, under the name of Joseph 8. 
Garfield, married Mrs. Dora Schneider 
in Clayton Feb. 12, Justice Werremeyer 
performing the ceremony. She learned, 
a day or two later, that his name was 
Darragh, and with her suspicions 
aroused, she looked through letters in 
his pockets and found that he had an- 
other wife. 

She communicated with the first wife, 
who had left her home in Salem Mo., 
soon after her husband left her, and 
who was working in St. Louis. The 
first wife, she said, called to see her 
and tried to quiet her suspicions. 

“It is true,” she told the second wife, 
“that I was known as his wife. But,” 
she added, weeping, ‘‘we were never 
legally married.’’ 

This did not satisfy the second wife, 
and with the help of one of the letters 
eshe had found, she communicated with 
the first wife's elatives in Newbugh, 
N. Y. They sent her a signed state- 
ment from the minister who performed 
the first marriage ceremony. Then the 
former Mrs. Schneider had Darragh ar- 
rested. 

Darragh will have a preliminary hear- 
ing Thursday before Justice Werremey- 
er. His first wife was at Clayton 
Wednesday and visited him in the jail, 
where they talked long and earnestly. 
He has refused to make any statement 
to reporters or to the county officials. 

The second wife used to keep a board- 
ing house at 2739 Geyer avenue. She 
had been acquainted with Darragh but 
a few days at the time of the marriage. 
He is 82 years old.

FATHER GUILTY OF |

OF BOY UNDER CARS 


Testified He Made Agreement 
for Both to End Lives After 
Quarrel With Wife. 


SEATTLE, Wash., April 1.-—C. N. 
Johnson, a stationary engineer, was 
found guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree for causing the death of his 6- 
year-old child by standing with the boy 
in his arms in front of a speeding train, 
Dec. 3, 1912. 

Johnson, on the witness stand, told 
of making a death agreement with his 
little son, after Johnson and his wife 
had quarreled. 

Witnesses of the killing said the child 
pleaded with his father not to destroy 
him. The boy was killed instantly by 
the train, but Johnson received only a 
broken leg and a cut on the head. 
Sentence will be imposed later, and 
may be either death or life imprison- 
ment, as the anti-hanging law passed 
by the last Legislature does not go into 
effect until June 14. 


L, BERTRAM CADY, TAILOR 
TO MILLIONAIRES, IS DEAD 


His Dying Wish Complied With 
and Body Is Cremated at 
Carlsbad, Germany. 


L. Bertram Cady of 6158 Kingsbury 
boulevard, tailor who made clothes for 
St. Louis millionaires, died at Carlsbaa, 
Germany Tuesday and in accordance 
with his dying wish his body was 
cremated, according to a news cable- 
gram from there. 

Cady had been in business in St. 
Louis since 1858, when he came here 
from New York. For three years he 
had conducted a tailoring shop on 
Fifth avenue opposite the Waldorf 
Hotel. When he transferred his busi- 
ness to St. Louis, he brought with him 
all of his skilled New York employes 
and their families. 

Cady’s reputation as a tailor gave 
him an exclusive trade with those who 
could afford to pay the high prices 
which he demanded and received.

WANTS SOUTHERN 
GRANT REPEALED 


Holds It Is Vicious in That 
Permission to Build Loop 
in St. Louis Would Give 
Traction Company Control 
of the Free Bridge Itself. 


SAYS IT COULD COME 
IN THROUGH PERMIT 


Declares City Has Power to 
Build Loop So as to Let 
All Use New Structure on 
Equal Terms as Provided 
by Law. 


Frank H. Gerhart has been one of the 
leading advocates of the repeal of the 
franchise granted to the Southern Illi- 
nois Traction Co. This franchise gives 
the company permission to use the free 
bridge, and authority to build a loop to 
and from the west approach of the 
Bridge, circling the business center of 
the city. In an interview with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Gerhart gave his rea- 
sons why the franchise should be re- 
vealed. His views are presented as a 
part of the discussion of the franchise, 
which the Post-Dispatch is conducting. 

“T have no objection to the Southern 
Traction Co. or any other company com- 
ing into St. Louis,”’ said Gerhart. “‘But 
{ want all interurban lines, including 
the Southern Traction Co. of Illinois, to 
enter this State in harmony with section 
9494 of the Revised Statutes, which pro- 
vides that all street or interurban rail- 
ways operating in this State must be in- 
corporated under the laws of the State. 
the Southern Traction Co. is incorpor- 
ated under the laws of Illinois, and is 
therefore a foreign corporation. It has 
not complied with our State laws. 


“Company Could Contest.” 
“The first section of the eranchise 


granted to this company makes the pro- 
vision that it shall be subject to the 
rules and regulations made by the city 
to govern the bridge. As the franchise 
was granted before any rules or regu- 
lations were made, the company would 
have the right to contest any rules or 
regulations laid down by the city. The 
franchise was granted before the piers 
of the bridge were out of the water, and 
this was long before any rules or 
regulations were thought of. The city 
cannot make retroactive rules, and such 
rules as it has made or may make wili 
be subject to interpretation by the courts 
if contests be filed, which should not be 
permitted. If the city attempted to en- 
force rules and regulations to which the 
company objected it could, being a for- 


jleign corporation, tie the hands of the 


city by injunction proceedings in the 
l‘ederal court. 

“Let me illuminate this point. Sup- 
pose I should sell a piece of real 
estate, and specify in the deed that it 
should be subject to such restrictions 
as I might wish to impose. After the 
sale had been made I might say to 
the owner that I wanted the building 
line a certain distance from the side- 
walk, or that he could not erect a 
house costing less than $5000. I could 
not.enforce these restrictions unless the 
Owner agreed to them, but if I had 
previously imposed specific restrictions 
en the property and referred to such re- 
strictions in the deed the purchaser 
would be bound thereby, without re- 
course. Just so the matter of this fran- 
chise. If the company is given per- 
mission to operate in St. Louis after the 
rules and regulations for the bridge are 
made by the city, then the city can en- 
force its rules and regulations. But un- 
der the existing franchise conditions the 
company would not be so fully under the 
control of the city as it would be if the 
rules and regulations had been adopted 
before it obtained its grant. 

“The Southern Traction franchise is a 
0-year grant. Illinois limits franchises 
to 20 years. The Missouri Constitution 
limits St. Louis bond issues to 20 years, 
But the Municipal Assembly has given 
the company the right to issue and sell 
66-year bonds, which is a greater right 
than the city itself possesses. 


Objects to Mortgage Right. 
“The grant also provided that the 


franchise could be mortgaged by the 
company. This is a right never before 
given by the city to any company, and 
it is one of the principal reasons why 
the franchise should be revoked. The 
company, as a reason why the franchise 
should not be revoked sets up the claim 
that it has mortgaged the franchise. 
This is not in harmony with the modern 
idea that franchises should never be 
capitalized against the public. Moreover, 
if we give to this company the right to 
/use a municipal loop free of charge, 
how can the bondholders or stockholders 
ciaim injury? 

“The Public Service Commission sug- 
gested an indeterminate franchise, but 
an indeterminate franchise is worse 
than a limited-term franchise, because 
it makes the franchise in effect perpet- 
ual. Either class of franchise is subject 
to repeal by the Municipal Assembly, 
but an indeterminate franchise would 
not relieve the city of responsibility to 
the company for damages if it should be 
shown that the company, by the repeal, 
had sustained damages. 

“The Southern Traction franchise 
should be repealed entirely. The 
sompany should, in leu of the franchise 
be given a permit to operate across the 
free bridge, and over a city-owned loop 
in the business district. Under the Mann 
act, which is an act of Congress regu- 
lating the construction of bridges across 
navigable streams, it is provided that 
all railroads shall have the right to use 
all bridges constructed under the pro- 
visions of the act, on equal terms. 
“Under this act the Southern Traction 
Co. will have the right to use the free 
bridge on equal terms with all other 
roads, but as the law forbids it having 
any special rights, it is clear that the 
Municipal Assembly exceeded its au- 
thority in granting ita franchise to use

of the people in constructing the pridge. 

“I caused to be introduced in the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly last September House 
bills 220 and ‘221, providing for the con- 
struction and operation of @ munici- 
pally owned loop. These bills have not 
been passed. 

“The free bridge act, enacted subse- 
quent to the Mann act and therefore 
subjeet to its provisions, confers’ upen 
the city absolute power to acquire lands 
for the approaches to the bridge. Uncer 
this power the city could acquire the 
land for the loop, which, as I have point- 
ed out, is incident to and a part of the 
scheme of the bridge itself. 


Would Control Bridge Itself. , 
“The ‘negro in the woodpile’ in the 


Southern Traction franchise is in the 


loop itself. If the company is permit- 
ted to build, own and operate this loop, 
it will control the facilities of access | 
to the bridge, which is equivalent to 
control of the bridge itself. Justice Lur- 
ton of the United States Supreme Court. 
in the Terminal decision, handed down 
April 22 1912, found that while the 
Eads and Merchants bridge franchises 
provided that they should be open 
to the use of all railroads alike on 
equal terms, yet the Terminal controlled 
all the rails leading to the bridges on 
both sides of the river, and thereby 
absolutely controlled the untrammeled 
use of bridges. 

“The Southern Traction franchise is 
@ negotiable grant. It provides for pass- 
ing its right down*to its successors and 
assigns. While there is a provision that 
the franchise shall never become the 
property of the Terminal Association, 
we have seen how the Terminal has ac- 
quired the stock of numerous small com- 
panies in St. Louis while the corpora- 
tions were permitted to retain their cor- 
porate entity. There are many ways by 
which the Terminal or Terminal inter- 
ests might acquire the stock of the 
Southern Traction Co. and then, with 
the present franchise in force, the Term- 
inal would through its dummy or in- 
terlocking directors control the bridge. 

“I cannot understand why sO many 
of the big merchants of St. Louls are 
opposed to the repeal of this franchise. 
They certainly know that the Southern 
Traction Co. can,and will come into the 
city under a permit, and will operate 
over a municipal loop, as our city is 
the objective point and therefore it 
will not lose, but on the contrary gain 
the big saving of $23,000 a year. 

“The franchise is vicious and should 
be repealed. The Supreme Court has 
held that al] franchises are subject to 
repeal, alteration or amendment, re- 
gardiess of whether this right is specifi- 
cally reserved to the city, and, there- 
fore, Mr. Trautman’s notice of Tues- 
day to Mayor Kiel cannct be construed 
as a veiled threat for the .eason that 
our legislative department could not 
possibly be permanently enjoined from 
exercising its legislative function, es- 
peciaHy. when it is known that this 
administration is not bound by the acts 
of its predecessor. In the South- 
ern Traction franchise the city reserved 
this power. | 
“The city would not lay itself liable for 
1 cent damages by repealing the fran- 
chise. It could be shown to the Court 
that instead of the franchise the city 
would give the company a permit to use 
not only the free bridge, but also the 
city’s loop, and would in addition .re- 
lieve the company of “onerous” con- 
tract to pay the city $23,000 a year for 
the privilege of using these facilities, 
Having lost none of its rights of opera- 
tion in the city, where could the com-

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At Its Best a Work of Genius, 


but Thin in Weak Spots, 
Says the Star. 


Post-Dispatch. 
SC ANSAS CITY, April 16.—The Kansas 
City Star prints the following review of 
“The Jewels of the Madonna,” heard 
last night: 

"It was very early made clear why 
Mr. Dippel chose “The Jewels of the 
Madonna” for his first offering. There 
is everything in the opera to make a 
successful appeal on first hearing. It 
is essentially a popular opera?’ The story 
is obvious, the characters obvious, the 
music obvious. There is hardly a lapse 
of melody from beginning to end, and 
when there is not melody there is noise, 
brasses blaring in the orchestra, blaring 
on the stage, the chorus surging in 
waves of sound and whirling in a sea 
of bright colors. 

Half the frst act ie choral and most of 
the third act, too. It is a musical speco- 
tacle and that part of it which is most 
spectacular is most surely Wolf-Ferrari. 
He intertwines the voices of his orches- 
tration as freely as the colors assemble 
and reassemble kaleidoscopically on the 
stage. But it is, as we have been told, 
“the greatest music drama since Wag- 
rer.” It is superlatively great in its 
direct appeal to the eye, the ear and the 
imagination—in a much lesser degree to 
the imagination. It is° photographic, 
rather than imaginative, and much of 
it is photograph highly colored. 


; Same Old Triangle. 

We look in vain for any informing 
or suggestive ideas underlying.the work. 
It is the same old triangle of two men 
and a woman. It is to be a tragedy, so 
the hero is sacrificed and the villain 
triumphant. The mysticism of Genarro 
alone gaves it from the utterly commen- 
place, : 

So why all this talk about the greatest 
music drama since Wagner? A grea: ro- 
mantic work unquestionably it is; a vivid 
presentation of the conflict of human 
sex passions; a great work of the tra- 


compared with the heroic works of Wag- 
ner, Strauss, De Bussy and Charpentier. 
Intellectually, it is already a hundred 
years old th spite of its modern treat- 
ment. Nor has it the conciseness and 
distinction of Puccini. But the clever- 
ness of the music—of that there is no 
doubt. The best work is in the first 
act. It is fresh and sparkling and 
scored with a master hand. As descrip- 
tive music it will compare with any- 
thing this generation has produced. 
There are periods of such undistin- 
guished melody that you have the im- 
pression of having heard it all before. 
No wonder the critics are divided on a 
final estimate of the work. In its best 
parts it is a work of genius; in its weak 
places it is very thin indeed. The prob- 
lem is to what extent, if any, Wolf- 
Ferrari was writing with an eye to im- 
mediate success and now that he has 
won that, can he withstand the com- 
mercial temptation he has incurred? 


Carolina White Pleasing. 
Comparing ‘‘The Jewels,”’ then, with 
othér early works of great masters, 
Wolf-Ferrari has shown fully as much 
cleverness as Verdi, Wagner, Puccini 
or any of them, but not the solid deter- 
mination of “Rienzi’’ in its day, not 
the lyrical individualism of the early 
Puccini, The greatest individual oppor- 
tunity is given to the heroine, Maliella, 
and Carolina White sang that role 
beautifully. In person and in voice she 
does not fall below the high estimate 
of her which had been given us. Her 
voice is a sound dramatic soprano and 
she uses it with ease and enthusiasm, 
more enthusiasm than we expect from 
Boston. In looks she was born for Ital- 
jan opera, and with more experience 
she should develop great  histrionic 
power. At present she is still too con- 
scious of having an audience to move 
and consequently does not always move 
it. It was a charming impersonation of 
a character in which charm is required 
to be provided by the interpreter, for 
she is conceived with a purpose rather 
to shock than please. 

“In other hands, possibly the tenor 
part, Gennaro, might assume greater 
proportions. It is the most interesting 
character in the book, but either Gau- 
denzi did not seek to bring out the emo- 
tional development of it, or possibly it 
would in any case be overwhelmed by 
the force of the other characters. 

“Signor Gaudenzi did develop vocally 
with the theft of the jewels, which is to 
say that the part has been well studied 
musically, but not clearly conceived as a 
whole.

DERMOTT, Ark., April 16.—A hotel is 
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the circular form is particularly appro- 
priate, in the opinion of the jury and 
of the Courthouse Board. 

As the picture of the proposed build- 
ing shows, the structure will resemble 
in general outline the ancient Colos- 
seum at Rome. Mr. Lowell said that 
he had obtained the idea of building a 
circular courthouse in studying the an- 
cient ruins of the Eternal City. There 
he found that circular buildings hai 
been more or less common, and that 
they had indisputable advantages. 

To Cover Four City Blocks. 

Presumably, the building will be et 
of white stone—whether granite or 
marble will rest with the Courthouse 
Board. Practically the butlding will 
cover the four city blocks which cen- 
ter at Worth and Center streets. It 
will have a diameter of 500 feet. The 
height from the street to the cornice 
will be 200 feet. At that point there 
will be a terrace, and above will. be 
three stories devoted to Judges’ cham- 
bers, law libraries, a dining room tor 
the Judges and rooms of similar char- 
ecter. The building wil! cover an area 
of 120,000 square feet. 

In its general appearance the build- 
ing will be typical of many of the build- 
ings of ancient Rome. It will have 
four colonnaded entrances—two opening 
on Center street and two on Worth. 
An advantage of the round building is 
that its appearance will be virtually 
the same from any of the four points 
of the compass. 

Below the surface of the street there 
will be two stories, called respectively 
a basement and a cellar. In the ce.lar 
will be a subway staticn at the exact 
center of the building. The Bridge 
Loop subway will run into the building. 
From the platform of the station pas- 
senger elevators will run to every floor 
of the building. 

Centra] Court for Light and Afr. 

In the center of the building there is 
to be a court. All entrances will lead 
into a corridor circling about this light 
and air well, and 24 elevators will open 
upon this corridor. Half way between 
the inner circle and the outer wall there 
will be a wide lobby, so that the form 
of the interior of the building actually 
constitutes three rings, with the main 
offices between the two outer rings. 

On the ground floor the lobby will be 
divided. One quarter section will be de- 
voted to public purposes; two sections 
will be designated ‘“‘counsel’s lobby,” 
and the fourth section will be the lobby 
of the Commissioner of Jurors, who will 
have his offices on this, the ground floor, 
as will the County Clerk. In addition 
the floor will accommodate a large 
lunchroom, reporters’ rooms, examina- 
tion rooms, consultation rooms, record 
rooms and rooms devoted to clerical 
work,

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STRIKE LEAVES 
BELGIUM WITHOUT 


— GOALFOR TRAINS 


By Associated Press. 

BRUSSELS, Belgium, April 16.—A 
statement issued by the Ministry of the 
Interior this morning admits that 257,- 
000 men have joined the national po- 
litical strike of the Belgian workers 
who have chosen this means of forcing 
manhood suffrage and the abolition of 


the system by which wealthy citizens 
are given plural voting power. 

The Socialist leaders today claimed 
that the total number of strikers i 
over 400,000. i 

The Government finds itself with a 
very small supply of coal to run the 
state railroads. This supply is likely 
to be exhausted by the end of ihe 
week. Lack of fuel also will cause the 
stoppage of many electric and gas 
plants and prevent many thousand non- 
strikers from working. 

Emile Vandevelde, the Socialist lead- 
er, today compjeted a tour of the pro- 
vinces of Hainaut and Namur. He 
summed up his observations as follows: 

“All buusiness is stagnated through- 
out the industrial district. Of the 208,000 
workmen in the two provinces, 163,000 
are striking.”’ 

From various parts of the country re- 
ports show that in some places the 
movement has been very successful, 
while in athers, more especially districts 
under the control of the Catholic unions, 
the men are luxewarm. 

Violence has been exceptional since the 
order to quit work was given Monday, 
only a few cases of destruction of prop- 
erty or interference with nonstrikers 
having occurred.

PUT THE FREE BRIDGE TO WORK. 

Mayor Kiel is planning for the immediate com- 
pletion of the wagon roadway and East Side 
wagon approach of the Municipal Bridge.

High School Teachers’ Salaries. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Apropos of the recent discussion of promotion 
of teachers, I offer a few suggestions for a new 
salary schedule for high school teachers: 

1. That teachers’ salaries shall range from @ 
minimum salary of $1000 to a maximum of $2200. 

2. That teachers shall be engaged at a salary 
proportionate to their years of experience, experi- 
ence gained in other cities in no case to be con- 
sidered equal to the experience gained in our own 
high schools, where of necessity other standards 
prevail. 

‘8. That after a probation term’ of one year, at 
the end of which a teacher shall be either dis- 
missed or permanently engaged until found want- 
ing in moral character or physical ability, he 
shall receive an annual increase in salary of $100. 

4. That in each high school there shall be 4 
very limited number of teachers, who shall re- 
ceive an additional amount of $100 a year for 
work in school organizations additional to their 
regular duties. For example, each high school 
might have three members of its faculty in 
charge, respectively of a girls’ choral club, a 
boys’ choral club, and an orchestra; three in 
charge of boys’ athletic organizations, one in 
charge of the girls’ athletic organizations, one in 
charge of senior dramatic work, and one member 
in charge of the sehool library, who also shall 
assist the assistant principal in the distribution 
of books and supplies. In no case shall clerical 
work of any nature receive special remuneration 
as this can readily be equally divided among all 
the members of the faculty.

Teach Children to Avoid Accident.

Your editorial entitled “Safety Day,” in Friday's 
Post-Dispatch, is interesting and accomplishes the 
purpose that most editorials are intended to ac- 
complish—“it makes the reader think.” 

No doubt the New York teachers are doing 
some good work with the exercises of their “Safe- 
ty Day;” but children, ike grown folk, need more 
than one day each year for such “thought.” Of 
course it would be impractical to take too much 
time from other school duties. For a suggestion 
I submit the following: That each child might be 
required to turn in a report on each Monday giv- 
ing full particulars of some accident that occurred 
during the past week and how it might have 
been avoided. This constantly keeps in the mind 
of the pupil the “idea of accidents and their pre- 
vention,” and he would naturally be more 
thoughtful and consequently more careful, It is 
usually the thoughtless who are injured in acci- 
dents—though, of course, the most prudent are 
sometimes victims. The reports could be written 
at home by the pupil and could be examined at 
leisure by the teacher and marked as to composi- 
tion, orthography, etc.
